BUILD THE PICTURE 
WITH LIGHT 


By RUS ARNOLD 


A NYBODY who knows how to operate 

a camera can come up with a good 
picture when the situation is right. Given 
a beautiful subject and ideal lighting, 
how can you miss? 

What happens when the subject is all 
wrong? Given a not-very exciting situ 
ation or lighting that’s inadequate or 
dreary, what do you do? The amateur, 
of course, wisely tightens the lens cap on 
his camera and keeps on walking. The 
professional, however, does not always 
enjoy that pleasant privilege. He has 
to stay and come up with a Monumental 


Masterpiece, or his name's surely Mud. 
How does the professional handle 
those unphotogenic situations? Well, 
there are as many different approaches 
as there are photographers. Most of the 
time, I try to solve this kind of problem 
with an approach I've adapted for my- 
self which I call “synthetic” or “synthe- 
sized” lighting. That is, outdoor or in- 
door lighting which is built up by add- 
ing artificial light to available light. 
Night skylines are a typical problem. 
If you photograph them after all the

on the use of electronic flash, let me 
try to give my case for it In sports 
photography 

Let's first consider electronic flash 
as cold equipment Let's take it 
apart technically and see what it 
has to offer 

First, the speed of a flash varies 
with different units. It can give 
from 1/400 second to 1/40,000 sec 
ond or more. The sports photogra 
pher must decide whether he wants 
to “freeze” action completely or use 
electronic flash just as a source of 
light like floodlight 

(In some cases, as in shooting 
color of an event which does not 
have fast action, you can use elec 
tronic flash to produce the great 
amount of light you need for good 
exposure Here the speed ol the 
light is unimportant.) 

Second, the size of the unit affects 
portability and intensity of light 
Small portable units are powered 
by dry or wet cell batteries and give 
about the same amount of light as 
i No. 5 fashbulb. By adding con 
densers, the bigger units can give an 
unlimited amount of pure daylight 
type light 

Third, using photoelectric cells 
and other electronic devices, radio 
controls, electronic flash becomes 
highly versatile and offers the pho 
tographer a great amount of free 
dom 

It is important to know the char 
acteristics (Continued on page\10) 
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event many times. Believe it or not, 
it is easier to hide behind a small 
35-mm Leica, than behind banks of 
electronic flash condensers at sport 
ing events 

There are events, especially those 
I must shoot in color, that force me 
to use electronic flash, but I won't 
discuss these situations. I'll let 
Ralph Morse find his own examples 
to use against my argument that 
available light makes for more dra- 
matic sports pictures. 

Instead I would like to touch on 
some sports situations where speed 
lights spell almost immediate failure 
for any photographer. 

Probably the best example is an 
assignment to shoot a chess match, 
although actions are extremely slow. 
The intensity of the players and 
audience is great. Electronic flash 
would destroy the feeling of the 
game

Race horse buyers didn't notice Meek 
and hie Leica.

Bowling, a difficult sport to shoot 
under available light, was achallenge 
for Meek. He used a Leica, 50-mm 
lena, and Tri-X, f/8 at 1/100 second. 


Another sport that would be diff 
cult to shoot with electronic flash 
is night football. Possibly a small 
area of a field could be lighted by 
giant units but you could not efh 
ciently light the entire field. In this 
situation a fast film, fast lens, and 
the available light coming from the 
stadium's footlights would do the 
job best 


If you are set up with conven 


tional speedlights at any sports 


event, it is impossible to get good 
sequences. The recharging time of 
the unit would keep you from shoot- 
ing pictures less than several seconds 
apart. With a sequence camera and 
available light you could do the job. 

Today, more than ever before, 
manufacturers of photographic 
equipment and supplies are work 
ing for the available-light photog 
rapher. They are producing fast 
films, fast lenses, and highspeed de 
veloper.

LTHOUGH he has photograph 
ed beautiful girls for only a 
relatively short time, Ed Let 
tau has quickly established himself as 
an original personality in the “glamor” 
field and his work is eagerly sought by 
editors. And yet, when Lettau goes out 
on location, he takes with him nothing 
but his model, a camera, and a roll of 
film. No flash, no floods, no filter! 
Most photographers of “glamor” do 
of course, use miscellaneous aids like 
fill-in flash, light stands, reflectors, and 
assorted props and assistants. Faced 
with the realization that slick lighting 
and technical wizardry would only put 
him in direct competition with the 
“masters” in this field, Lettau was de 
termined to work out a style all his 
own. By choosing a direct, uncluttered 
approach Lettau has been able to con 
centrate completely on the important 
problems of mood and pose 
Outdoors on an overcast day (his 
favorite lighting), Lettau shoots wide 
open and throws the background out 
of focus as a means of separating it 
from the model. On a sunny day he 
often shoots the model from the shadow 
side and lets the background burn-out 
Indoors he likes to work in the mod 
el's home, where he can take advan 
tage of the qualities of windowlight or 
ordinary roomlight. Since Lettau ac 
cepts glamor photography as quite 
frankly a matter of pose rather than 
of spontaneous action, he is not con 
cerned with subject movement and can 
afford to shoot with a long exposure 
rather than with flash or flood 
Lettau usually exposes one stop more 
than his meter indicates and under 
develops to achieve open shadows and 
a mellow, rather “fashiony” quality, as 
he puts it. For the rest, he looks tor 
‘life, mood, and the element of sur 
prise” in his pictures. ¢m

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A single flashbulb, even the tiny “pea 
nut” variety, is far more powerful than 
you might think. It packs a blinding 
wallop of crisp, clear light whose full 
brilliance is only rarely used in its en 
tirety with today's fash-synchronized 
cameras. But when combined with a slow 
shutter speed or the old-fashioned “open 
flash” method, a lone flashbulb will pro 
vide enough illumination to light a whole 
auditorium or a building at night, as the 
accompanying pictures prove 

Most better synchronized cameras are 
operated by their users in the 1/100 
and 1/200-second settings which are acti 
vated during the brightest moment of the 
life of the bulb, called the peak Ihe 
bulb itself is set off first so that it warms 
up, flares brilliantly and then fades 
and all within about 1/50 second, in the 
case of popular Class M_ bulbs. There 
fore, only the flare or peak of the bulb’s

However, with proper synch setting, 
camera settings of 1/50 second and slower 
use practically all of the light-giving ca 
pacity of the bulb. In cameras where 
synchronization at slow speeds is uncer 
tain, the full life of the bulb is used to 
make what are known as open flash ex 
posures, employing either the B (bulb) 
or T (time) settings of the camera to 
open the camera shutter The bulb 1s 
then flashed from battery case or house 
current and the shutter is closed 

Obviously, then, this latter procedure 
uses all of the bulb’s  light-producing 
power down to its last lumen second (the 
scientist's yardstick for measuring the 
blast of light) How much light—how 
much exposure value—does this full use 
of the bulb add to its synchronized peak 
light? This varies, naturally, from bulb 
type to bulb type—but always it adds 
considerably to the effective light output 
Flash exposure indexes take this into 
account by giving one exposure rune at 
peak settings of 1/100 or 1/200 and an 
other for “open flash,” usually doubling 
the effective exposure speed for the

THE 35-MM CAMERA CAN CAPTURE A REMARKABLE 


VARIETY OF LIGHT ON LOCATION IMP) wife Timmie and 1 were finish.

but had to wait over an extra day to 
photograph Mr. Bell himself, who was 
due back from a trip. When he arrived 
we were invited to his home and offered 
all the time we needed. We had three 
speedlights and umbrellas to bounce 
them from (see page 80 for details of 
our umbrella technique) and the offer 
of additional lights from the company’s 
photo department.

One of the chief advantages of available 
light is that it is real—there is an air of 
truth about it that could be re-created 
only with the most elaborate lighting 
setup, if at all. Think of the problems 
of reproducing on a set the light in a 
room from several windows and lamps 
plus reflecting walls, ceilings, floors, ta- 
blecloths, furniture, etc.! 

In addition, lighting in many rooms 
has been carefully planned to flatter the 
human face.

An Eye for Lighting

light is half the brightness of the high- 
light areas of the face. While this ratio 
was quite suitable for color, it fails to 
give the most pleasing illusion of round- 
ness. Picture 3 showing a light ratio of 
4:1 illustrates the fact that a black-and- 
white picture in comparison with a color 
picture will show the shadows a little 
closer to the way they appeared to the 
eye. They are reproduced darker, to be 
ure, but not by as much as in the color 
example. The difference then, is one of 
degre 

Let us look still further at this picture 
To many people, there is an apparent 
overmodeling” of the shadow side of the 
face in this picture. In other words, the 
light side of the face needs more tone 
variation in it to balance those of the 
hadow ide In good portrait lighting 
practice, the light is usually shaded some 
what so as to darken the side of the face 
which is nearest to the mainlight. Only 
the front portions of the face receive the 
ill mainilight 

Strong shadow patterns are shown in 
picture number 4 of the series. This rep 
resents a light ratio of 8:1. You may want 
to use light contrasts of this sort to ob- 
tain dramatic effects and, when properly 
handled, they produce striking results 

Black-and-white films wi'l record a 
wide variety of lighting ranges and per- 
onal preference will generally indicate 
what light ratio to use It might be 
pointed out that an approximate ratio of 
1 would be suitable either for color or 
black-and-white This is borne out by 
the fact that excellent black-and-white 
reproductions are being made as a mat- 
ter of course every day from good color 
transparencies and show no lack of mod 
eling or depth 
A series of three pictures shows the 
effect of background light intensity on an 
otherwise normally illuminated subject 
The subject lighting ratio was approxi 
mately 3:1. Picture 5 was made with a 
neutral background which was lit with 
half the total illumination falling on the 
ubject. This value of background bright- 
ne seems to contrast most pleasantly 
with the flesh values. This is true whether 
the background contains some detail sub- 
ordinate to the subject or whether it is a 
plain area, as in this example. Picture 7 
was made with the background receiving 
four times the light incident upon the 
ubject. You see that the background is 
not “burned-out,” or it may be said that 
the film was able to retain the brightness 
difference between ubject and back- 
ground. However, the important thing to 
ee here is the way that this overbright 
area behind the subject throws emphasis 
on the shadowed area of the face. Nearly 
one has tried to print this type of 

‘ e at one time or another. It seems 
very difficul avoid a flesh tone that 
look lirty grayed-over 

Seeking to avoid such difficulties, you 
may say Let keep the background 
keyed down and we'll have an easier 
time printing the faces to just the tone 


we want.” Picture 6 was made in just that

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way. The background had only one 
twelfth of the subject illumination. Notice 
that it did not go completely black, which 
again demonstrates that black-and-white 
films can accept great differences in sub- 
ject brightness. But, now notice how the 
model seems to be sinking back into the 
background. There is insufficient differ- 
ence between the grays that represent 
the shadows of the subject and the gray 
that is the background. Emphasis has now 
shifted to the light side of the face, in 
fact it looks lighter. The forehead area 
in each print is of identical density. We 
can now summarize oul observations as 
to some of the differences and similarities 
between black-and-white and color film 

1. The difference between highlight 
area and shadow area which is apparent 
to the eye will always be emphasized in 
the reproduction by either type of film 
Color films will emphasize these differ 
ences more than will black-and-white 
films 

2 ‘latlighting is much less satisfactory 
with black-and-white films. In mon 
ochrome pictures, much of the effect of 
roundness must come from carefully 
placed shadow patterns. A ratio of 3:1 
will often be satisfactory for either type 
of film 

3. Black-and-white films will retain 
detail in brightly lit backgrounds or those 
which are dimly lit without the loss of 
detail which would surely be apparent if 
color films were used on the same sub 
jects. However, the effect on the subject 
is usually not as pleasant as it might be if 
the brightne s of the background were 
near or slightly less than that of the 


subject ol

sults of shooting under warm (yellowish) 
and cool (bluish) fluorescents, fluores 
cents plus tungsten, and a tungsten street 
lamp The last is probably the most re 
markable of the group. The young man 
standing in the doorway was about 20 
feet away from an ordinary street light 
The Zunow f/1.1 lens found an ideal ap- 
plication here; the Leica M3 was held 
teady against the building stoop. If the 
film were pushed to 125, the shot could 
have been made with an f/2 lens—or with 
the Zunow at 4 second, wide open. But 
more about pushing late: 

Pictures made under warm fluorescents, 
like the subway shot, were generally a 
little on the cool side, while those made 
with the cooler tubes were far too bluish 
It is clear that the Daylight 7 ype film 
would be a better choice for the latter 
light source Under a combination of 
tungsten and fluorescent light, the result 
was still within the acceptable range of 
color fidelity 

Some pictures were also made with the 
3400 K film in daylight, with an 85 o1 
Type A Daylight Conversion filter. The 
results were a bit warmer and somewhat 
less contrasty than those made on Day- 
light Anscochrome at the same time

Q.—Do you ever have occasions where 
the quality of the light itself suggests a 
picture where the illumination is 
strong or evokes such a definite emotion 
that the idea for the picture comes out 
of the lighting itself? 

A.—It often happens—in reward for be 
ing aware. One of my better pictures 
from the Pittsburgh project happened 
that way Crossing a bridge I was 
caught by the light of the late sun strik 
ing strong patterns out of a maze of 
railroad tracks. I stopped, and I played 
with it, but I wasn’t satisfied so I marked 
the time and place and came back at a 
later date to have a longer time to work 
the place with that lighting. Actually, 
the picture was made weeks later, be 
cause the daily weather was not suitable 
to give me light of the right kind. There 
were many times, on that Pittsburgh 
project, when I would mark certain 
places or themes that I wished to return 
to when atmosphere and light were 
working with me . say, with just a 
faint touch of fog in the air to give me 
separation between a church on _ the 
crown of a hill and the factories, the 
homes behind it. Sometimes the need 
may be pouring rain, or perhaps a smoke 
handling wind from the northeast. Some 
times I have seen the place, setting the 
scene in my mind, and then anticipating 
the various lightings with the aid of map 
or compass—returning then, at the time 
of my projected imagining sometimes, 
tracing the path of the moon between 
two branches... 

Q.—With the new fast films like Tri-X 
and improved developing techniques and 
faster lenses making available-light pho- 
tography so eas, that anybody can do 
it, do you think this in the long run will 
help raise the over-all standards of pho 
tography? 

A.—No, I don’t think ay 
that for the most part they can now 
make bad pictures even worse under a 
broader range of conditions by utilizing 
the “new” technique These are wild 
horses to ride, and the same chance in 
potential—I know I haven't tamed them 
yet to my complete comfort. If we are 
ever going to raise the quality of pho 
tography it’s going to be by instilling a 
desire and a philosophy and a discipline 
into the minds of photographers, rathe

electronic-flash picture that shows some 


one in mid-air but does not convey the 
feeling that the subject was in motion’ 
This brings up another point—climax 
(Before I go on let me define climax. It 
is not peak of action. It is the most impor 
tant moment ina play Sometimes climax 
and peak of action coincide as in pole 


vaulting, but usually both are separate 
Take the double play in baseball for in 
stance. The peak ol action occur when 
the second baseman is in the air and 
throwing to first base. The climax might 
be the first baseman dropping the ball or 
just before the second baseman throw 


The electronic-flash photopgray her is al 


ways primed for the climax. If he should 
hoot slightly before, he’s out of luck. Hi 
units won't recharge fast enough to allow 
him a quick second shot. The available 
light photographer can jump the gun, and 
still get the climax with another shot 

I don’t like to think of the available 
light photographer a one who i con 
stantly surrounded by the limitations of 
light. I feel most limitations in this area 
of photography are found in the photog 
rapher’s imagination and not in the sources 
of light 

The toughest problem for the available 


light man is having to shoot under ex 
tremely low light levels. Offhand, I can 
think of two ways I could solve this prob 
lem 

First, I'd shoot my subjects against the 
light and get silhouettes. Second, I would 
augment my available light with flood 
placing them so I would not lose any of 
the realism in a situation 

I can recall one assignment when the 
first method I mentioned got me a cover 
on Sports Illustrated 

I had spent the day shooting color on 
horse racing gefore I was finished, the 
un started sinking and the last race 
still to be run. As I started to think about 
my problem the horses began parading 
toward the gate. I quickly decided I wa 
going to get my last pictures with the 
existing light. Getting down low, I shot 
the horses against the sunset. The editor

Magnetic Sound Camera Corp. of Chi 
cago is presently manufacturing the 16 
mm Cinephonic camera, a sound-movi 
unit. Whether its sound system is idea 
for you depends on what you want to 
do, how you like to v ork, and how much 
you want to pay. The basic professional 
unit carries a $1,975 price tag and is now 
being used for television news work. Th 
company’s future plans include an an 
teur outfit in the $400-$500 price bracket 
and, still farther off, a combination, car 

ra-projector “dream unit” which take 
ound pictures and shows them with th 
ame basic equipment. The camera that 
takes the picture and sound will be in 
erted into a projector framework and 
used as the basic unit for projecting the 
resulting sound film.
